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Awards  of  Honor 


Begun  in  1971  with  the  selection  ot  sculptor  Robert  Howard,  the 
Awards  oi  Honor  program  has  given  annual  recognition  to 
Bay  Area  practitioners  of  the  arts  who  hove  made  distinguished 
contributions  to  the  city's  cultural  lile.  Each  year,  a  painter,  sculp- 
tor, architect  or  photographer  has  been  accorded  a  special 
exhibition  of  his  or  her  work  in  the  Art  Commission  gallery  at  the 
time  of  the  Arts  Festival.  Since  1977,  San  Francisco's  rich  heritage 
in  the  literary  arts  has  been  recognized  as  well  in  the  selection 
of  a  writer  whose  achievements  were  displayed  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Library  concurrent  with  the  gallery  exhibition. 

This  year,  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  voted  to  extend 
recognition  to  a  broad  range  of  artistic  expression.  Eleven  dis- 
ciplines are  represented  by  men  and  women  who  have  gained 
renown  in  their  fields,  bringing  honor  to  themselves  and  to  the 
city:  Architecture,  Joseph  Esherick;  Art  Community,  Marcelle 
Labaudt;  Dance,  Carlos  Carvajal;  Film,  James  Broughton; 
Graphics,  Beth  Van  Hoesen;  Literature,  Wallace  Stegner;  Music, 
Cal  Tjader;  Painting,  Hassel  Smith;  Photography,  Ansel  Adams, 
Sculpture,  Peter  Voulkos;  Theater,  John  Lion.  In  addition,  a  spe- 
cial Award  of  Honor  has  been  granted  to  New  York  singer  Tony 
Bennett  for  his  distinguished  and  generous  contributions  to  the 
quality  of  life  in  San  Francisco. 

An  exhibition  of  documentation  of  the  work  of  the  eleven  award 
winners  is  on  view  from  September  23  through  October  16,  1981 , 
at  Capricom  Asunder  (the  Art  Commission  gallery),  165  Grove 
Street,  San  Francisco.  Gallery  hours  are  10  AM  to  4  PM,  Monday 
through  Friday. 


Ansel  Adcrms 
Photography 

At  79,  Ansel  Adams  holds  a  preeminent  place  in  creative  photo- 
graphy in  America.  Bom  in  San  Francisco,  he  was  trained  as  a 
classical  musician,  yet  turned  to  photography  in  1930,  Widely 
known  for  his  dramatic  landscapes,  he  has,  as  well,  been  a  dis- 
tinguished portraitist  and  photographer  of  architecture.  His 


interpretations  of  nature  convey  the  heroic  grandeur  of  the 
Westem  landscape  in  a  mountain  range  or  in  the  richness  of 
detail  in  a  leaf,  defining  nature's  forms  in  a  vibrancy  of  light.  An 
ardent  conservationist,  Adams  has  worked  in  recent  years  to 
preserve  for  future  generations  the  landscape  that  is  celebrated 
in  his  photography. 


James  Broughton 
Film 

James  Broughton  is  one  of  America's  leading  and  most  influ- 
ential avant-garde  filmmakers  in  addition  to  achieving  promi- 
nence as  a  poet  and  playwright.  He  was  one  of  the  pioneer 
figures  in  the  San  Francisco  independent  cinema  movement, 
showing  films  with  the  "Art  in  Cinema"  group  in  the  late  forties. 
His  first  solo  film  in  1948,  "Mother's  Day,"  is  now  considered  a 
classic  of  poetic  cinema.  Active  in  writing,  reciting  and  pub- 
lishing poetry  as  well  as  plays  in  the  1950s,  Broughton  was  resi- 
dent playwright  with  the  San  Francisco  Playhouse  Repertory 
Theater  from  1958  to  1964.  He  resumed  active  filmmaking  in  1968, 
producing  a  new  film  annually,  and  has  won  prizes  at  film  fes- 
tivals throughout  the  world. 

Carlos  Carvajal 
Dance 

Within  the  past  fifteen  years,  Carlos  Carvajal,  a  native  San  Fran- 
ciscan, has  emerged  as  an  eminent  figure  in  the  dance  world. 
Rising  through  the  ranks  of  ballet  in  the  Bay  Area,  he  performed 
with  the  San  Francisco  Ballet  in  the  1950s.  He  then  spent  ten  years 
touring  in  Europe  and  South  America  with  the  ballet  of  the  Mar- 
quis de  Cuevas.  In  the  late  1960s,  he  retumed  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Ballet  as  associate  choreographer  and  ballet  master.  In 
1970,  to  further  develop  his  own  distinctive  style,  he  formed 
Dance  Spectrum,  his  own  company  and  school,  which  he  con- 
tinues to  direct.  In  choreography,  his  works  incorporate  his  clas- 
sical background  with  folkloric  and  modem  influences.  His  sta- 
ture in  the  international  arena  has  grown  to  where  his  works 
have  been  presented  by  companies  as  distant  as  Dallas,  North 
Carolina,  New  York,  Venezuela  and  France. 


Joseph  Esheiick 
Architecture 

An  architect  who  rejects  the  dogmas  of  the  architectural  tradi- 
tion tor  an  individual  approach  to  solving  problems,  Joseph 
Esherick  has  created  spaces  that  are  based  on  dynamic  and 
vital  processes  of  living.  In  his  1968  renovation  of  The  Cannery 
in  San  Francisco,  an  old  canning  factory  was  turned  into  a  shop- 
ping mall  of  pedestrian  spaces  for  function  and  discovery.  He 
has  maintained  his  own  architecture  practice  in  San  Francisco 
since  1946,  with  a  diversity  of  residential  designs  to  his  credit. 
Wurster  Hall  at  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  where 
Esherick  has  taught  in  the  Department  of  Architecture  since  1958, 
with  its  irregularly  spaced  windows  and  exposed  mechanical 
functions  is  a  testimony  to  Esherick's  beliefs  that  architecture 
should  not  compromise  functional  conflicts  for  esthetics  but, 
rather,  preserve  oppositions  and  tensions. 


Morcelle  Loboudt 
Art  Community 

The  San  Francisco  art  community  has  received  more  continuing 
support  over  the  past  thirty-five  years  from  the  activity  of  Mar- 
celle  Labaudt  than  from  any  other  one  source.  In  the  Lucien 
Labaudt  Gallery,  which  she  established  to  honor  her  late  hus- 
band and  continue  the  encouragement  of  artists  to  which  he 
was  dedicated,  hundreds  of  promising  young  artists  have  had  a 
first  opportunity  to  show  their  work.  Arriving  in  San  Francisco 
from  France  during  World  War  1,  Marcelle  worked  as  a  dress 
designer  for  Lucien  Labaudt  in  the  Labaudt  School  of  Design. 
They  both  were  active  members  of  the  art  community,  hosting 
internationally  known  artists  such  as  Henri  Matisse,  Femand 
Leger  and  Diego  Rivera. 


John  Lion 
Theater 


The  sustained  success  of  the  Magic  Theatre  is  due  in  no  small 
part  to  the  strong  leadership  and  creativity  of  its  founder  and 
director,  John  Lion.  Since  its  establishment  in  1967,  the  Magic 
Theatre  has  presented  over  one  hundred  challenging  new  pro- 
ductions by  such  noted  writers  as  Sam  Shepard,  Michael 
McClure,  Martin  Epstein  and  Adele  Adling  Shank,  developing 
an  outstanding  record  in  the  research  and  discovery  of  new 
works  for  American  theater.  John  Lion  came  to  the  Boy  Area 
with  a  directing  experience  gained  in  Chicago  and  New  York 
theaters  and  has  continued  to  direct  ploys  at  the  Magic  Theatre 
as  well  as  serve  as  its  general  director.  He  is  nationally  known 
for  his  work  in  contemporary  and  experimental  theater  and  is 
an  avid  spokesman  on  its  behalf, 


Hassel  Smith 
Painting 

Hassel  Smith's  paintings  in  the  late  1940s  and  early  1950s  were 
among  the  most  influential  in  the  surge  of  abstract  expressioinist 
painting  activity  at  the  Califomia  School  of  Fine  Arts  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. He  had  lived  and  studied  in  the  area  since  the  1930s,  paint- 
ing humorous  observations  of  American  life  until  he  found  new 
expression  through  the  energy  of  nonrepresentational  painting. 
Following  a  revival  of  interest  in  figurative  painting,  in  the  1970s 
he  fumed  to  painting  geometric  forms  on  canvas  in  a  continuing 
exploration  of  the  dynamics  of  color  and  form.  Sharing  his  time 
between  Northern  California  and  England,  Smith  has  devel- 
oped an  intemational  reputation  for  his  pointing,  and  his  work 
is  represented  in  major  collections. 


Wallace  Stegner 
Literature 

Wallace  Stegner  was  bom  in  Iowa  and  spent  his  youth  in  towns 
throughout  the  American  and  Canadian  west.  His  graduate 
work  in  literature  included  study  at  the  University  ot  Caliiomia, 
Berkeley,  and  the  University  ot  Iowa,  where  he  received  a  PhD 
degree  in  1935.  Teaching  jobs  across  the  country  eventually 
brought  him  to  Stanford  University  in  1945,  where  he  taught  until 
his  retirement  in  1971 .  Critical  success  in  1943  with  his  novel,  "Big 
Rock  Candy  Mountain,"  was  surpassed  in  1971  by  his  tenth  novel 
and  nineteenth  book,  "Angle  ot  Repose."  This  1972  Pulitzer  Prize 
winner  tor  fiction  was  chosen  by  composer  Andrew  Imbrie  as 
the  source  for  his  opera  commissioned  by  the  San  Francisco 
Opera  in  1976.  Currently,  Stegner  has  in  press  a  book,  "American 
Places,"  on  which  he  collaborated  with  his  son.  Page  Stegner, 
and  the  photographer,  Eliot  Porter. 


Cal  Tjader 
Music 

Cal  Tjader  has  pursued  a  career  in  music  which  has  brought 
him  wide  recognition  as  a  jazz  musician  through  both  his  record- 
ings and  appearances.  During  his  studies  at  San  Francisco  State 
University,  he  became  associated  with  Dave  Brubeck  and  Paul 
Desmond.  He  joined  the  George  Shearing  Quintet  in  the  1950s, 
redefining  the  role  of  the  vibes  in  ensemble,  solo  and  accom- 
panist performances.  When  he  formed  his  own  group  in  the  mid- 
50s,  an  Afro-Cuban  style  became  his  central  motif.  Cal  Tjader  is 
a  musician  who  is  so  versatile  and  skillfully  sensitive  to  the  di- 
verse elements  from  which  he  fuses  his  art  that  his  own  spirit  and 
personality  are  the  hallmarks  of  his  music. 


Beth  Van  Hoesen 
Graphics 

The  essence  of  a  subject  is  caught  in  a  line  drawn  by  Beth  Van 
Hoesen.  Her  skill  in  printmaking  is  based  on  her  facility  in  draw- 
ing as  well  as  her  complete  command  of  materials.  Her  acute 
observation  captures  the  identifying  characteristics  of  each  leaf, 
each  animal  or  each  person  that  is  the  subject  of  her  prints.  In 
the  Bay  Area  since  college  days  at  Stanford  University  in  the 
late  1940s,  Van  Hoesen  has  been  a  part  of  the  vital  art  activity 
in  the  area,  yet  she  has  always  retained  her  individual  commit- 
ment to  everyday  subject  matter,  presented  through  sponta- 
neous descriptive  line  and  delicate  suggestive  color.  Her  prints 
hove  been  shown  and  collected  by  the  major  museums  in  this 
country. 


Peter  Voulkos 
Sculpture 

Peter  Voulkos'  presence  in  the  Bay  Area  has  brought  attention  to 
large-scale,  abstract  sculpture  in  outdoor  public  spaces.  A 
major  bronze  piece  by  Voulkos,  commissioned  by  the  city  in 
1967,  was  installed  in  1971  on  the  west  side  of  the  San  Francisco 
Hall  of  Justice,  and  outdoor  pieces  in  the  area  may  be  seen  at 
the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  the  Oakland  Museum, 
and  the  University  Art  Museum  in  Berkeley.  Bom  in  Bozeman, 
Montana,  Voulkos  came  first  to  the  area  in  1951  for  graduate 
studies  in  ceramics  and  sculpture  at  California  College  of  Arts 
and  Crafts  in  Oakland.  He  returned  in  1959  to  teach  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  Berkeley,  after  five  years  in  Los  Angeles, 
where  his  large-scale  abstract  expressionist  clay  sculpture 
broke  with  tradition  in  ceramics  and  won  him  recognition  in 
this  country  and  abroad.

Opening  Ceremonies

Tony  Bennett 

A  special  presentation  of  paintings  by  one  of  San  Francisco's 
favorite  sons,  singer  Tony  Bennett,  highlights  this  year's  festival. 
For  years,  Bennett  has  been  painting  and  sketching  in  the  places 
to  which  he  has  traveled.  A  selection  from  his  landscapes  and 
still  lifes  is  shown. 

Bennett  is  the  recipient  of  a  special  Award  of  Honor  at  this  year's 
festival  for  his  contributions  to  the  quality  of  life  in  San  Francisco. 

Precita  Eyes  Mmalists 

Precita  Eyes  Muralists,  an  organization  of  painters  under  the 
direction  of  Susan  Cervantes,  are  painting  an  8'xl6'  mural  dur- 
ing the  festival.  Their  "Portrait  of  the  Arts  Festival"  captures  the 
essence  of  the  festival  spirit  of  1981 ,  depicting  the  spectators,  par- 
ticipants, the  artwork  and  the  atmosphere  of  the  Arts  Festival  in 
Civic  Center  Plaza. 

Precita  Eyes  Muralists,  a  nonprofit  organization,  evolved  from  a 
mural  painting  workshop  at  the  Precita  Valley  Community  Cen- 
ter in  1977.  The  goals  of  the  muralists  are  to  beautify  the  neigh- 
borhood environment  with  murals  and  to  educate  by  involving 
the  community  in  the  mural  process.  They  have  designed  many 
of  the  murals  located  in  the  Mission  District  of  San  Francisco, 
recognized  nationally  as  the  location  of  some  of  the  finest  murals 
in  the  country. 

Roy  De  Forest,  Poster  for  35th  Annual 
San  Francisco  Arts  Festival,  1981 

This  year,  the  Art  Commission  invited  Roy  De  Forest,  prominent 
Bay  Area  artist,  to  design  a  festival  poster.  De  Forest's  playful 
style  integrates  story-telling  images  with  images  from  his  own 
pictorial  vocabulary  to  present  a  joyful  poster  celebrating  this 
festive  city  event.  The  poster,  printed  in  full  color  on  a  22"x26" 
sheet,  may  be  purchased  at  the  festival  or  from  the  Art  Commis- 
sion office. 

George  Moscone  Convention  Center 

A  presentation  of  drawings  and  photographs  of  the  George  R. 
Moscone  Center  currently  under  construction.  The  center  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  December  of  1981 . 


Port  Authority 

An  exhibit  of  architectural  models  related  to  the  revitalization 
of  the  San  Francisco  waterfront.  Models  of  Fisherman's  Wharf, 
Piers  No.  3  and  35,  the  passenger  terminal,  the  Ferry  Building 
and  the  promenade  on  the  southern  waterfront  may  be  viewed. 
The  project  is  scheduled  for  completion  by  1990. 

San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
Central  Terminal 

A  photographic  description  of  the  transformation  of  the  25-year- 
old  terminal  into  a  new  international  gateway  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.  Currently  under  construction,  the  project 
is  scheduled  for  completion  in  June  of  1983. 

Unistrut  Exhibition  Pavilion 

The  fine  arts  pavilion  was  built  by  the  Unistrut  Corporation, 
which  makes  use  of  the  German-developed  Mero  building  sys- 
tem currently  manufactured  in  their  Michigan-based  world 
headquarters.  Expansion  in  any  three-dimensional  direction 
and  adjustments  to  the  system  are  made  possible  through  the^ 
utilization  of  two  components:  the  ball  joint  connection  and  the 
pipe  strut  unit.  The  built-in  flexibility  of  this  system  permits  future 
reuse,  changes  or  expansion  of  the  architectural  objective. 

This  structure  is  the  first  of  similar  but  smaller  structures  which 
festival  planners  expect  within  the  next  five  years  to  house  all 
fine  arts  exhibits.

Alfilicrted  Artists 

CoUiomia  Society  of  Piintmakers ' 

The  California  Society  of  Printmakers  as  an  organization  dates 
back  to  the  Society  of  Etchers,  founded  in  the  Bay  Area  in  1911. 
In  1968,  the  Society  of  Etchers  merged  with  the  Bay  Area  Print-

The  ceramists  represented  are  upper  division  and  graduate 
students  at  San  Francisco  State  University,  Much  of  the  work  dis- 
played is  hand-built,  using  the  coil  or  slab  method,  and  is  experi- 
mental in  nature.  Finishing  techniques  include  stone  burnishing, 
sagger  firing,  raku  and  wood-fueled  pit  firing,  Seaweed,  salt 
and  various  oxides  are  used  as  colorants.  Pieces  which  are 
wheel-thrown  have  been  altered  or  sculpted  to  express  the 
artist's  individuality.
